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HIGH LIVERS. 


The Loftiest Altitude Inhabited by Hu- 
man Beings. 


The highest spot on the globe in- 
habited by human beiogs is the Buc- 
dhist cloister of Hapis, Thibet, where 
twenty-one priests live at an altitude 
of 16,000 feet. The monks of St. Ber- 
nard, whose monastery is 8,177 teet 
high, are obliged to descend frequent- 
ly to the valleys below in order to ob- 
tain relief from the asthma induced 
by the rarity of the atmosphere about 
their mountain eyrie. At the end of 
ten years’ servece in the monastery 
they are compelled to change their 
level. 

When the brother Schlaginswe!! ex- 

lored the glaciers of the Ibi Gamin, 
in Thibet, they once encamped at 21. 
000 feet—the highest altitude at which 
a European ever passed the night. A. 
the top of Mount Blanc, 15,781 feet 
above the level of the sea, Professor 
Tyndall spent a night, and with less 
discomfort than his guide, who fouod 
it Very unpleasant. 

In July, 1872, Mr. Giaisher and 
Mr. Coxwell ascended in a balloon to 
the enormous height of 38,000 feet. 
Before starting Mr. Glashier's pulse 
beat 70 strokes per minute, and Mr. 
Coxwell’s 74. At 17,000 feet Mr. 
Glaisher’s pulse had increased to 54, 
and Mr. Coxwell's to 100. At 19,000 
feet the hands and lips of the acro- 
nauts turned quite blue. At 
26,000 feet Mr. Glaisher could hear 
his heart beat, and his breathing be- 
came oppressed. At 29,900 feet he 
became senseless, 
which he still aseended another 9.000 


and he had to open the valve with 
his teeth. 
of 13,500 feet, climbers suffer from 
the rarity of the air, yet in the Andes 
persons can dwell, as at Potosi, at a 
height of from 13,000 to 15,000 feet 
without inconvience.

Strange Story of a Marder in Prison.

The two men then quar- 
relled about ber, and Evans stabbed 
Goodwin through the heart. The 
knife covered with blood has been 
found in Evans's cell. Goodwin's 
brother has been discharged, but the 
woman is held as an accessory.

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DEMOCRATIC LEGISLATION. 

The New York Nation is not in love 
with Democratic legislators. According 
to that paper it was curiously char- 
acteristic of Democratic attempts at 
legislation that the party should have 
closed its six years possession of Con- 
gress by bringing about a panic in the 
stock tiarket through an effort to im- 
prove the credit of the Government. 
As soon as they had completed their 
plan for enabling the Government to 
borrow at three per ceut., interest rose 
in the New York market to 476 ½ per 
cent. It it were aot for all the dam- 
age that was done by this, it would be 
very ludricous We ventured to guess, 
last week, that Mr. Carlisle, the author 
of the fifth section of the Funding 
Bill, would aefend himself by saying 
that “it would have worked well if 
the bankers had not been such bad 
men.” Sure enough this is what he 
did say on Wednesday, just after we 
had gone to press. Hoe took that 
occasion to say that the national 
banks, by their condust during the 
last week, by the gross abuse of that 
great power which the bill passed, that 
evening would take away from them 
forever, had done more to arouse a 
spirit of just indignation in the bosoms 
of the American people, etc., etc. 
(Applause on the Democratic side).” 
It must be remembered that the 
gross abuse of the great power” con- 
sisted in a number of private citizens 
making preparations to take their 
savings out of a business which seemed 
likely to be made unprofitable by hos- 
tile and perfidious legislation con- 
cocted by Mr. Carlisle and his asso- 
ciates. The banks that were fright- 
ened into returning their notes, now 
that the scare is over would like to 
get them back again, but the prevail- 
ing legal opinion seems to be that 
they can only do this by going through 
the formalities attendant on the es- 
tablishment of a new bank, which 
take about three months. 


EDITORIAL Nor. 


State Treasurer Crockett says he has, 
through the aid of the valuable assist- 
ance of Gov. Kinkead, sold 950,000 of 
California 6 per cent. bonds placed in 
the State Interest and Sinking Fuud 
for the purpose of redeeming our State 
bonds whith fell due April Ist, 1881; 
that he received à premium on said 
bonds of 4.60 per cent., including one 
quarter’s interest thereon. He has 
also succeeded in redeeming all our 
outstanding bonds, amounting to 856, 
400, excepting $100, which had not 
been presented. This $100, there- 
fore, is the sum total of the present 
indebtediess of the State, excepting 
what is due to its own School Fund. 
On thefirst of this month there was 
$168,347 58 in coia in the Treasury, 
aside from $100,000 in U. 8. 4-per 
cert. bonds. The receipts for the 
month of March from sale of State 
lands were: principal,$5,223 18; inter- 
est on same, $1,628 04; from State 
prison labor, 1,235 10; total receipts, 
$8,096 32. The sales of land are in- 
creasing. On the 6th instant alone 
$2,540 were paid in. 

A Borton Sunday-school magazine, 
the Monthly Cabinet, tells about a 
young man newly - married, who ap- 
plied for sittings for himself and wife 
in a church near his residence. His 
salary was $1,500 6 year, and he had 
made up his mind that he could not 
afford to pay more than $2 per Sunday 
for pew rents.

Crop Prospects. 
Wasnrxeton, April 16. 

Reports to April ist received at 
he department of Agriculture show! 
an increase of nearly four per cent. in 
area of winter sown wheat. Kansas 
and Missouri show the largest increase, 
Ohio and Illinois but slight, and New 
York and Pennsylvania remain tne 
same as last year. Indiana, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Virginia eggh report 
some decrease, owing to the preva- 
lence of snow. At the date of returns 
the condition of the crop was not 
given in large proportions to the 
principle wheat-growing States, but 
wherever mentioned it was stated as 
below that of the average year. The 
alternate freezing and thawiog during 
the month ef March was more detri- 
mental than all the weather during 
winter. The live stock of the 
country, notwithstanding the scar- 
city of food and proveyger, caused by 
a long and severe winter, has come out 
in fair health, though it is reported 
very low in flesh. No malignant or 
prevaling disease is reported over any 
large extent of country, though local 
disurders of lungs and stomach are 
often mentioned, Great losecs from 
cold and exposure are reported from 
the plains far out west.

The N. 40. 


The people of Reno and the North- 
ern country generally are looking for- 
ward to the time when the Nevada & 
Oregon railroad will be built, and the 
Gazette is anxious to give all reliable 
nows concerning the enterprise. A 
new company has lately been formed 
in anticipation of a failure on the part 
of the original company to complete 
the road. The company is composed 
of Alvaro Evans, M. C. Lake, A. Fra- 
zier, A. Lindley, C. H. Merrill, O. 
Lonkey, E. R. Smith, P. N. Marker, 
A. J. Hatch and other responsible 
business meu of Washoe and Storey, 
and the northern country. The capi- 
tal stock is to be $1,500,000, and the 
incorporation will put in the bank 
$150,000 in cash at starting. The 
road, as planned, is to be 150 miles in 
extent, care being taken to select 
routes through which it can be extend- 
ed at pleasure, The new company 
seems to go on the principle that the 
road should be owned and controlled 
here, and they do not believe that the 
old company will build the road. 
Friends of the original company are 
equally sanguine, and say that Colonel 
Moore will proceed with the work, 
and prosecute it to completion. The 
Gazette desires to see the road built, 
and as speedily as possible.
